Tho news just brought to San Fran- 


cisco by tlio Huliiieinaun from IMtcairn 
Island recalls the fact that almost a 
century has passed since this spot was 
occupied by the mutineers of the Boun- 
ty, whose story is no familiar to tlio 
English-speaking world. The lialinc- 
inann reports that the population of 
the solitary and harborless island has 
increased to 107, of whom 57 are women. 
This is population enough for an area of 
less than two square miles of rather 
unproductive soil. The original party 
of mutineers, under Christian, num- 
bered nine British sailors, with six men 
and twelve women whom thov brought 
away from Tahiti. When the Ameri- 
can Captain Folger discovered the Pit- 
cairn colony eighteen years later, only 
one of the fifteen men was alive, hut 
their children were growing up in good 
habits into an estimable community. 
Fifty-six years ago their number had 
reached eighty-seven, and 
a« they 


thought themselves unduly crowded in 
their rock-bound islet, they emigrated 
to Tahiti. This experiment was a fail- 


and most of them went back to 


their old home within a year. A quar- 
ter of a century later they again found 
themselves too numerous for so small a 
spot, numbering over two hundred, and 
the British Government, on their peti- 
tion, removed them to Norfolk Island. 
Three years later two families, num- 
bering seventeen, returned to Pitcairn. 
Possibly others followed. At all events 
the census now brought by the Halmc- 
mann indicates that in due time there 
will be another exodus from this inter- 
esting island, followed very likely by 
tbe usual return to it.

King Cyrus was the first who establish 
cdnhono post, and this was preside- 
over by Darius himself, who, before as 
ccnding tho throne, was (says Plutarch 
Controller of Posts I Mention is also 
made by Plutarch of a "call post,' 
which, however, must not be confound 
ed iu its objects with tho ponte-restanti 
of to-day. 
Any important news was 


called out in stentorian tones from a 
given spot or "call post," and thu: 
communicated to all persons within 
earshot, who in their turn passed the 
news on to tho others by similar means. 
This simple and effective system is alsc 
noticed by Civsar as having been in vogue 
among the Gauls. Xow. if we add to 
this idea tlie modern newsjiaper.it is not 
uninteresting to note that nearly 2,000 


beaded passementeries

Tho number of carrier pigeons 
kept in readiness for the service of on 
of the Sultans, during the twefth cen- 
tury, is stated to have been near upon 
2,000, and of so great an importance 
and dignity was this pigeon post con- 
sidered to bo that the Sultan alone had 
tho right of taking the messages from 
the pigeons as they arrived. If eating
